It is known tbwt a bill to prevent 
corrupt practices at oloctiom wub pass- 
ed at tho last sossion of tbe Logirdatu.ro 
of British Columbia, butaB tbeBtringent 
churaotorot its provisions do not ap- 
poar to bo luliy understood, wo pro- 
■« poso to enlighten candidates and oii.ers

woil tl»t its general principles have 
boen applied to and are now in foroe in 
"Canada. ' in tho first place the aot pro- 
Slits a. candiddto or any, other person 
in bis behalf directly or indirectly, to 
offer, 'promiHb or engage to procuro any 
mccey or valuable consideration, or to 
corruptly givo or promise any office, 
place or einplojment, to loan or offer to 
loan money, or do any act whatsoever 
to influonce tho vote of any elector or to 
induce bim to refrain from voting under 
penalty a fine of Fivo Hundred Dol- 
lars and imprisonment, together with 
the costs of the soit. To tho following 
section wo direct general attention : 

' Every voter who ebnll before or during nm 
Election, directly »nd indirectly by himself or 
by but person oa bis behalf, receive, ngreo or 
contract tor any money, gift, loan or valuable, 
consideration, office, pl«ce or employment lor 
himself or for any other person lor voting or 
agreeing to vote, or for refruining, or agreeing 
to refrain Irom voting at any election. Kvery 
person who shall alter any Election, directly 
orindirt-ctiv, by himself or by any other per- 
son on Uis behalf, receive any money or valu- 
able consideration on account of any peison 
' having voted or relrained from voting, or bav. 
inz induced any person to volo or retrain from 
voting at any Election. And any per.-on so 
ofTeuding shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
punishable- by fine or imprisonment, and shall 
also be liable to forfeit the sum ol Fifty Dollars 
to any person who shall sue for tbe same 
toge her with full costs of suit. Every 
Candidal! after an election who shall corruptly 
by himself or by or irith any person, or by any 
other w«yB or means on bis behi.lt at any time 
tither be/ore. during or after any Election, di- 
rectly 01 indirectiy, give or pruv;de,cr cause to 
be given or provided, or shall be accessory to 
the giving or providing, or shn.ll pay wholly 
or iu part, any expenses incurred lor any meat, 
drink, entertainment, or provision, to or for 
any person, in order to be elected or for being 
elected, or lor the purposoof corruptly mflu- 
eiclng such person, or any other person, to 
ivo or r.Jraiu from giving his vote it 
luch election, or on account of such person 
having voted or rrlrained from votiug or being 
about to vote or refrain from voting at such 
Election, shall be deemed guilty of the offence 
of treating, and Bhall forfeit the sum of Two 
Hundred and Firty Dollars to any person who 
Bhall sue for the same with full coslBof suit ; 
and every Yoter who shall corruptly accept or 
take any such meat, drink, entertainment, or 
provision Bball be incapable of votiug at such 
Election, and bis vote if given shall be utterly 
void and of none effect. 

Threats or intimidation towards a 
■voter will Bubjeot the person no threat- 
ening to a fiuo of $250 and payment of 
tho full costs of euit. No candidato, ot 
any person iu his behalf, may pay fcr 
tho conveyance of voters to tho poll, or 
wear ony oockade, emblems, pnrty en- 
signs, flags or banners at election or 
eight days before; to supply refresh- 
ments to voters on nomination or polling 
days ia an illegal act, punishable 86 
above. Every candidate is allowed one 
agent and no more and the consequeuco 
of ony illegal act of that agent will be 
Visited upon tho candidate otnployicg 
him. Upon conviction for btihery a 
candidate Bhall bo incupublo ot being 
elected to or titling in the Legislative 
Conucil for snob. HieCtoml District, dur 
ing the lime which members ure o'ected 
for the Legislative Council then in ex- 
istence. 



Domiuloii Acts ilmi Hxieud to British 
Columb.a. 

The following Dominion Acts were extended 
to British Columbia by virtue of nn Act passed 
by the Canadian Parliament at its last sest 
■Ion. 

AN ACT 

Respecting the forco and effect of the Acts 
of the Parliament of Canada m and in re- 
lation to the Province of Manitoba and the 
Colony of Biiiish Columbia when it becomes 
a Province of tho Dominion. 

nttlTIJH COLUMBIA. 

All tho mtctments and provisions of tho 
Acto of thu Parliament of Janiwlii, passed in 
tbe first, second and third Sessions tneriof 
aforesaid, or In the present Session, relating 
to the Executive Government and mo several 
dupariinents thereof, and ibo civil servico ol 
the Dominion, tho Legislature and Legisla- 
tion, Hie Senate and House of Commons, and 
the proceedings therein, the independence ol 
Parliament, and the qualification or disquali- 
fication ot Members of the last mentioned 
House, the vacating of seats therein' and the 
filling of vacancies, the Public Works of the 
Dominion, and the Pojtal service, shall, in so 
far as tliey may not bn inconsistent with the 
provisions of any Order of tho Quean in 
Council, made under the nuthority of the 
143th section of the British North America 
Act, 18U7, have the lame forco and effect in 
and in relation to the Colony of British Co- 
luuibift uftcr its admission into tho Union 
under Buch Order in Council, as they then 
hav« in and in relation to all tho other Pro- 
vinces of Canada. 

Suu'a provisions of tho Customs Laws of 
Canada (other that such aa preficiibo the rates 
of duty), as may b« from tune to time declar- 
ed by tho Governor in Council applicable to 
the Provinco of British Columbia, after its 
admission into the Union ns aforesaid, shall 
npply thereto, and bo In force therein accord- 
ingly. 

Such provisions of tho laws of Canada re- 
specting ibo Inland Revenue, other than Hioho 
fixing tbo amount of duties, as may ho from 
timo to lime declared by tho Governor in 
Council applicable to tho Provinco of British 
Colurab 
at afore; 



bla, after its admission into tho Union 
eiald, shall apply thereto and bo in 
ttureia accordingly. 



Anything in this Act, or in nuy Act of tbo 
Parliament of Canada hereby extended to 
British Columbia, which may bo inconsistent 
with tho Order of Queen in Council lor tho 
admission of British Columhi< into the Union, 
shall bo void and havo no effect. 

AN ACT. 

An Act to extend tho Act Kspecting the 
Militia and Defence of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

Wherens it is expedient to extend tho Act 
passed in the thirty-first year of Her Majesty's 
Reign, intituled " An Act respecting the 
Militia and Defence of the Dominion of Cana- 
da, " as hereinafter mentioned J Tliero'on 
Her M*jeBty, by and with tho advice and con 
sent of the Semato and Houso ot Commons 
of Canada, enacts at follows : — 

The Act mentioned in tho .Preamble to this 
Acij Bball bu and io hereby extended, and 
shall apply to tho Province of Manitoba, and 
Bhall alBO extend and apply to Briiish Colum- 
bia whenever that Colony shall become part 
of tbe Dominion of Canada. 

The Province of Manitoba, nnd British Co- 
lumbin, whenever it forms part of the Dominon 
of Canndn, shall euch respectively lorm ft Mili- 
tary District lor the purposos of tho said Act, 
mb if they had been mentioned as 6iich in 
secliou twelve ol tbe said Act, ns if the word 
'< eleven " had been used In tho said section 
and elsewhere in the said Act, instead of the 
word " nine," as tho number of Military Dis- 
tricts. • 

Sub-sections two i.nd threo of section 
thiriy-three of the said Act aro hereby so 
amended as to allow Her Majesty, wheuover 
in hor opinion tbo efficiency of the service ro- 
quires it, to appoint Colonels and other officers 
of superior rank In tbe Militia, but In no case 
to exceed that of Major- ffeneral. 

The fortyi-rourtb ai ciion of the said Act is 
hereby amended by substituting " Forty-five 
Thousand " for " Forty Thousand," as the 
number of Active Militiamen who may in the 
time of peace he trained r.nd drilled as in the 
said scciion mentioned ; but any increase 
above ilio number of Forty Thousand shall 
bo authorized and regulated Irom time to 
lime by order ol the Governor in Council. 

This Act »nd tbo Act hereby amended may 
be cited toaether as " The Mililia and Defence 
Acts. 18G8and 1871," which shall he sufficient 
citation for both Acts.

Dbatii or Gkohos I_oar Dbnnbs. — ilr Q B 
Dennes,tUe firal English Solicitor ia this Colo- 
ny, has lately died at Sjdney, Australia. Mr 
Dannes, atone time > esjoyed a lucrative prac- 
tice la thU city. He represented Silt Spring 
Island ia the Legislature from 1 803 to early 
In 1865. On all occasions he wore a tall or 
plug hat and a dress-coit — both of lar^e 
lize. In the Spring of 18G5, (wilhout a change 
of raiment, or a dollar in his pocket,) he left 
Victoria and took the steauiboiit to Yale, 
whence he actually walked to Kemloop», 
thence struck south through tho Okanngan 
and Spckane countries— then infested by the 
remnant* ol savage tribes-arid made his appear- 
anco in San l-'rancisuo three months later, still 
wearing tho tall hntand tlresj-cost, but minut 
boots and, save a sore foot, none the worse 
for his long tramp. IFhen nsked how he suc- 
ceeded in passing through » hostile and savage 
country unbanned, be replied that the Indians, 
who are very suporstitinua, imagined that his 
tall bat w.is S mark of niilileouBness and that he 
was a messenger of the Most High. Thry fed 
and lodged bin;, supplied bira with mocca- 
sins after his boots were gone, and passed him 
from tribe to tribe until ho reached Uregon. 
Subsequently Mr Dunnes retained to England 
and eventually proceeded to Sidney whero he 
was an inmate of an asylum for tho insane for 
two years prior to his death.
